Germany Pays Awful Cost 
Ready to Waste Million Men 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, April 16.— The first German prisoners of 


war arrived in the United States today. They are members of the crew 
of the submarine U-58, which was gunk by an American destroyer. The 
prisoners are to be interned. Their exact number was not given out, 
but it is believed there are about twenty. 


WASHINGTON, AprU 16.—The heavy price the Germans are pay- 


ing for their advance on the western front was told in despatches to 
the State Department today, saying that twenty-five trains loaded with 
wounded are passing through Aix LaChapeJle every night.

/"It is just about time for some of 


our common orchard pests to get busy 
and •wage their annual warfare on the 
first crops of the county," declares 
Farm Advisor M'. A. Lee of Alameda 
county, in a bulletin to orchardists 
and home gardeners just sent out. 


"If taken in time some of the worst 


cf thcsa can Sc very -,vcl! ccntro'Ietf, 
and the orchardist will do well to 
k-eep his eye open and get them while 
the going is good. 


"Perhaps the most common and 


one of thfl most damne-inpr insects that 
we have to contend with is the coiUin 
moth, which is 'the insect that is re- 
sponsible for wormy apples and pears. 
The moth lays its eggs on the fruit 
when it is in blossom, and i£^j>roper 
measures are taken at the time there 
will be little trouble from wormy ap- 
ples. The proper measures consist of 
spraying with arsenate of lead, diluted 
as follows: 
: 


'"Paste 4-6 Ibs. per -100 gallons of 


water. 


Powder3-4 Ibs. per 100 gallons of 
; 
water. 


"Either the paste or powder- form 


may be used, but in either case it 
should be neutral arsenate of lead, as 
will cause burning- if it i sacid. Spray 
as soon as half the blossoms have 
fallen while the calyx is still open 
and again in two or three weeks. 


PEAR THRDPS. 


Another 
insect which 
works In' 


the blossom of pears and other .fruit ia 
the - Pear Thrips. This has been very 
destructive ;r. so~c orchards anr! can 
be controlled by using the following 
spray: 


Water, 12 gallons. 
."Whale oil soap,' 30 .Ibs. 
Distillate (32 o-34o B),' -20 gallons. 
"Distillate 1 to 20 with water and 


to 200 gallons of diluted mixture add 
1 pint black leaf 40. This should be 
applied as soon as the thrlps appear 
In the blossoms, usually Just as 'ttie 
bud clusters are opening. 


RED SPWER. 


"Another "common insect that we 


have to deal with at this time' of year 
in this district' is the Red Spider. The 
eggs of . the Insect are laid on the 
bark of the trees .and generally -start 
hatching: about this time. 
A large 


portion of these eggs may be killed 
by a winter spray of lime-sulphur, 
and this is a very satisfictory method 
of combating the insect. 'Where -.this 
is not done, however, another method 
cap and should be used. This consists 
of spraying with Atomic Sulphur, dl- 
'luted 1 to 10 with water. • This spray 
is very effective, on the young' spiders 
and two-spotted or Brown Mite and 
should be used when, the first eggs 
'hatch out. It may be necessary to 
spray several times to get all of the 
.yining mites, as they, hatch out, but 
in no case should the spraying be de- 
layed until the spiders are mature, .as 
'the spray is less effective on them 
at this time and they reproduce very. 
rapidly."

THE NEW DRAFT LAW. 


Congress has agreed to enact the amendment to 


the draft law providing that henceforth the quotas 
of men for the national army shall be based on the 
number of men in the several classes. As the War 
Department at present contemplates calling up only 
the men of class one, the quotas for future drafts 
will be based on the number of men in this class. 


This plan will make-the draft law really selective. 


It will take the men who can best be spared for 
military service and draw as little as possible on 
the labor supply of essential industries. The classi- 
fication of the registrants has also enabled the gov- 
ernment to know where to look for skilled -workers 
and technical experts desired for special work and 
the technical branches of the army. 


There is one potential weakness in the new plan 


which if not guarded against will work for unfair- 
ness and injustice. 
This is the method of making 


up the different classifications. If a local examin- 
ing board has been too lenient with those desiring 
to evade service the number of men in class one will 
be smaller than it should, thus reducing the quota 
of the district. The patriotic and faithful manner 
in which the local boards held the examinations for 
the first drafts is an assurance that there will not

deserving of punishment as if they acted without 


, any excuse but a wanton disregard of the law. 


The peculiar conditions of the present require 


special attention from the courts. Persons charged 
with offenses against the country with regard to the 


' war should be tried promptly, and if the judgment

should be heard promptly. In justice both to the 
accused and to the people both exoneration and im- 
position of punishment should be speedily declared.
